ORGANIZATION. 

1. — The  name  of  this  Grand  Chapter  is  the  Grand 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

JURISDICTION. 

2. — This  Grand  Chapter  is  a  body  of  Royal  Arci. 
Masons  in  which  is  invested  the  government  and  care 
of  Capitular  Masonry  within  the  Provinces  of  Ontario, 
Manitoba,  Saskatchewan,  Alberta,  and  British  Colum- 
bia, and  the  North-West  Territories  in  the  Dominion 
of  Canada. 

POWERS    AND    AUTHORITY. 

3. — The  Grand  Chapter  is  the  highest  source  of 
authority  in  Capitular  Masonry  in  this  jurisdiction. 
In  it  alone  is  vested  general  government  and  control, 
and  the  power  of  enacting  laws  and  regulations  for  the

government  of  nil  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and 
all  lodges  of  Most  Excellent  Master  Masons  and  Mark 
Master  Masons  within  the  jurisdiction.   It  has  also  the 
inherent  power  of  investigating,  regulating  and  finally 
decidnig  all  matters  relating  to  the  Royal  Arch,  the 
Most  Excellent  Masters'  and  Murk  Masters'  degrees 
or  of  the  subordinate  Chapters  or  individual  Compan- 
ions, either  by  direct  or  delegated  authoritv.   It  grants 
under  its  great  seal  and  the  sign  manual  of  its  Grand 
Frincipals,  attested  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  Warrants 
or  Charters  and  dispensations  for  constituting  Chap- 
ters of  Royal  Arch,  Masons  and  lodges  of  Mark  and 
Alost   Excellent    Master   Masons,   with   authority   to 
assign  the  limits  of  the  several  districts,  and  when 
expedient  suspends  or  revokes  said  charters,  and  alone 
can,  after  due  summon     for  trial,  expel  an  offending 
Companion.     It  decides  all  questions  of  Masonic  law 
usage  and  custom,  makes,  alters  and  repeals  at  pleas- 
ure, laws  for  its  government  and  the  government  and 
control  of  its  own  members,  and  deals  with  all  appeals 
that  may  be  made  by  either  individual  Companions  or 
Chapters,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  Constitu- 
tion as  authorized  by  the  Grand  Chapter.     It  has  the 
power  of  discipline,  admonition,  censure,  or  instruc- 
tion over  all  Chapters.    It  shall  see  that  the  authorized 
work  of  the  Order  is  preserved,  and  that  no  deviation 
be  permitted  either  in  the  work  or  ceremonials  and 
forms  of  the  Order.

CONVOCATIONS. 

t  ^nT-^l^*^  Annual  Co  ocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
sha.l  be  holden  on  the  fourth  Wednesday  in  February 
at  such  place  as  may  be  selected  by  Grand  Chapter  at 
the  previous  Annual  Convocation  and  at  such  hour  as 
the  members  of  the  Grand  Council  may  from  time  to 
time  determine. 

7.--Emergent  Convocations  may  be  convened  by 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  whenever  in  his  judgment 
It  may  be  necessary,  or  upon  the  request  of  the  First 
1  nncipals  of  twelve  Chapters,  seven  clear  days'  notice 
being  given  of  such  intention.  The  reason  for  conven- 
ing a  Grand  Chapter  of  Emergency  shall  b  expressed 
in  the  summons,  and  no  business  other  than  that  stated 
shall  be  entered  upon  at  that  Convocation. 

8.— The  representatives  of  nine  Chapters,  together 
with  at  least  one  of  the  Grand  Principals,  shall  con- 
stitute a  quorum  at  all  Convocations,  and  the  Grand 
Chapter  is  declared  open  in  Ample  Form  when  the 
Grand  First  Principal  is  pn  sent,  and  at  all  other  times 
in  Due  Form,  but  with  the  same  authority. 

OFFICERS — HOW  CHOSEN. 

9.--(i)  The  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  shall  be 
elected  or  appointed  annually,  and  shall  hold  office 
until  their  successors  shall  have  been  duly  elected  or 
appointed  and  installed. 

(2)  The  officers  of  Grand  Chapter  and  the  members 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  elected  as  such  by  Grand

(3)  The  place  at  which  th  ^t  Annual  Convoca-

election  of  officers.  The  place  for  which  the  largest 
number  of  votes  is  cast  shall  be  regarded  as  the  place 
selected. 

(4)  Candidates  who  are  eligio..  for  any  elective 
office  requiring  nominatic  1  may  be  nominated  by  any 
?  ember  of  Grand  Chapter. 

(5)  Nominations  for  any  elective  office  requiring 
nomination,  for  the  Executive  Committee,  and  for  the 
place  of  holding  the  next  Annual  Convocation  shall 
be  m  writing  and  shall  be  delivered  to  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  before  twefve  o'clock  noon  of  the  first  day 
of  the  meeting. 

(6)  No  Companion's  name  shall  be  submitted  to 
ballot  for  more  than  one  elective  office.  Any  Com- 
panion nominated  for  more  than  one  elective  office 
may  withdraw  his  name  from  any  such  nominations 
at  am-  time  before  the  vote  is  taken,  and,  in  the  event 
of  his  not  so  withdrawing,  his  name  shall  be  ubmitted 
to  ball*  .t  for  the  senior  office  only. 

(7)  The  ballot  pa  )ers  shall  be  printed  under  the 
direction  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and    hall  contain  : 

(a)  A  letter  or  figure  showing  the  number  or  order 
of  the  ballot. 

(b)  A  list  of  the  elective  officers. 

(c)  Properly  defined  spaces  into  which  may  be 
written 

(i)  The  names  of  the  Companions  to  be  voted 
for; 

(2)  The  place  of  the  next  Annual  Convocation. 

(d)  The  number  of  votes  cast  wiih  each  ballot.

(ii)   No  Companion  shall  deposit  more  than  one 
ballot  paper  m  his  personal  right  nor  more  than  one 
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ballot  paper  for  the  Chapter  legally  represented  by 
him.  Any  violation  of  this  rule  shall  constitute  a 
Masonic  offence  for  which  the  Companion  charged 
shall  be  tried  summarily  by  a  committee  appointed  by 
the  M.E.  the  Grand  First  Principal.  If  found  guilty, 
he  shall  be  sentenced  by  that  officer  to  be  reprimanded, 
to  be  suspended  for  a  limited  time,  or  to  be  suspended 
indefinitely. 

(12)  The  M.E.  the  Grand  First  Principal  shall  de- 
clare the  first  ballot  closed  at  2.30  o'clock  in  the  after- 
noon of  the  first  day  and  the  vote  shall  be  counted 
forthwith  and  announced. 

(13)  The  five  .Companions  nominated  for  the 
Executive  Committee  obtaining  the  greatest  number  of 
votes  shall  be  duly  elected. 

(14)  A  candidate  for  office  other  than  for  member- 
ship on  the  Executive  Committee  must,  in  order  to 
be  elected,  receive  a  majority  of  all  the  votes  cast. 

(15)  If  upon  the  first  ballot  some  of  the  Com- 
panions nominated  for  any  office,  other  than  member- 
ship on  the  Executive  Committee,  do  not  obtain  a 
majority  of  all  the  votes  cast,  another  ballot  shall  be 
taken  in  respect  of  such  office,  and  so  on  until  the 
requisite  majority  has  been  obtained.  Provided,  how- 
ever, if  three  or  more  Companions  are  nominated  for 
an  elective  office,  other  than  the  Executive  Committee, 
and  there  is  no  election,  the  Companion  receiving  the 
lowest  number  of  votes  on  each  ballot  shall  retire. 

( 16)  All  the  ballot  papers  cast  at  any  election  shall 
be  forthwith  deposited  by  the  chairman  of  the  scruti- 
neers with  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  who  shall  retain  them 
for  three  months  and  shall  then,  unless  otherwise 
directed  by  the  Grand  First  Principal,  destroy  them  by 
fire.

the  Annual  Convocation,  subject  to  the  confirmation  of 
the  Grand  First  Principal. 

14.— The  Grand  Senior  and  Junior  Sojourners, 
Lecturer,  Sword  Bearer,  Masters  of  Veils,  Standard 
Bearer,  Director  of  Ceremonies,  Organist,  Pursuivant 
and  ten  Stewards,  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Grand 
First  Principal. 

THE   EXECUTIVE   COMMITTEE. 

15. — In  order  that  the  business  of  the  Grand 
Chapter  may  be  placed  V.efore  it  in  proper  and  regular 
form  an  Executive  Committee  shall  be  constituted. 
The  committee  shall  consist  of  all  Past  Grand  First 
Principals,  the  Grand  First,  Second  and  Third  Prin- 
cipals, the  Grand  Superintendents  of  districts,  the 
Grand  Scribes,  the  Grand  Treasurer  and  ten  other 
members  of  Grand  Chapter,  five  to  be  elected  annually 
by  ballot,  and  five  to  be  appointed  by  the  Grand  First 
Principal  immediately  after  the  election  and  appoint- 
ment of  the  Grand  officers.  The  Grand  Second  Prin- 
cipal shall  be  the  presiding  officer,  and  in  his  absence 
the  Grand  Third  Principal  or  a  chairman  selected  by 
the  Committee  shall  preside.  Seven  members  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  despatch  of  business.  The 
Executive  Committee  shall  form  sub-committees  on 
Credential  Warrants  and  Dispensations,  Finance,  the 
Condition  of  Capitular  Masonry,  Jurisprudence, 
Grievances  and  Appeals,  Benevolence,  Fraternal  Dead, 
Foreign  Correspondence,  and  on  such  other  business 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary. 

The  Executive  Committee  shall  meet  at  a  time 
selected  by  the  Grand  Second  Principal  prior  to  the 
Annual  Convocation  and  at  other  times  if  necessary.

nual  Convocation  of  the  Grand  Chapter.  In  the  event 
of  the  representative  oflficers  and  proxy  of  a  Chapter 
being  absent,  the  senior  Past  First  Principal  of  the 
Chapter  present  shall  be  entitled  to  the  vote  of  his 
Chapter. 

18. — Any  Grand  officer  who  shall  during  the  term 
for  which  he  was  chosen  by  either  election  or  appoint- 
ment remove  from  the  jurisdiction  or  cease  to  be  a 
member  of  some  regular  subordinate  Chapter,  thereby 
vacates  his  office,  and  any  Past  Grand  officer  or  mem- 
ber who  for  six  months  consecutively  ceases  to  be  a 
member  on  the  roll  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  i./dl  be 
disqualified  from  attending  the  Grand  Chapter  until 
he  shall  have  again  become,  and  continues  to  be,  a 
member  on  the  roll  of  some  subordinate  Chapter. 

19. — No  Grand  officer  who  has  been  duly  elected  by 
the  Grand  Chapter  can  be  removed  or  suspended  from 
his  office  by  the  Grand  First  Principal  except  for 
cause ;  and  his  suspension  or  removal  must  be  ratified 
by  a  majority  of  the  members  present  at  the  next  fol- 
lowing Annual  Convocation  of  this  Grand  Chapter. 
The  Grand  First  Principal  shall  lay  before  such  Grand 
Convocation  a  statement  of  the  removal  or  suspension, 
together  with  his  reasons  therefor. 

Any  Grand  officer  of  this  Grand  Chapter  may 
resign  his  office  either  before  or  after  his  installation 
or  investiture,  whereupon  the  Grand  First  Principal 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointing  another  suitable 
Companion  to  such  office  until  the  next  regular  Convo- 
cation of  Grand  Chapter. 

20. — When  any  Grand  Lodge  suspends  or  expels  a 
brother  who  is  a  Royal  Arch  Mason  for  unmasonic 
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conduct  such  action  shall  also  suspend  or  expel  him 
frorr.  his  Royal  Arch  privileges,  while  the  Craft  disci- 
pline continues  in  force. 

21. — Chapters  neglecting  to  make  their  annual  re- 
turns and  payments  to  Grand  Chapter  cannot  be  repre- 
sented in  Grand  Chapter  until  such  returns  and  pay- 
ments shall  have  been  made. 

22. — Should  a  vacancy  occur  in  any  office  in  Grand 
Chapter  from  any  cause,  the  Grand  First  Principal 
shall  fill  such  by  appointment  until  next  Annual  Con- 
vocation of  Grand  Chapter. 

23. — Companions  who  have  rendered  service  to  the 
Craft  may,  by  unanimous  vote  by  ballot  of  Grand 
Chapter,  be  constituted  members  of  Grand  Chapter 
with  such  rank  as  may  be  thought  proper;  provided 
that  notice  be  sent  in  writing  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
prior  to  the  30th  November  preceding,  and  the  subordi- 
nate Chapters  notified  by  that  officer  prior  to  the  31st 
December. 

24. — No  officer  or  member  shall  be  permitted  to  be 
present  at  any  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter  without 
the  proper  clothing  of  a  Royal  Arch  Mason. 

25.— The  officers  of  every  Chapter,  Grand  and  sub- 
ordinate, in  this  jurisdiction,  before  they  enter  upon 
the  exercise  of  the  functions  of  their  respective  offices, 
and  every  candidate  upon  his  admission  shall  take  an 
obligation  to  support  and  maintain  the  Constitution  of 
the  Grand  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  of  Canada. 

POWERS  OF  THE  GRAND  FIRST  PRINCIPAL. 

26. — The  Grand  First  Principal  shall  exercise  all  the 
executive  and  judicial  functions  of  this  Grand  Chapter 
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during  its  recess,  and  shall  at  each  Annual  Convocatior 
communicate  in  writing  a  statement  of  his  official  acts 
during  such  recess,  and  recommend  such  measures  as 
he  may  deem  expedient. 


27. — He  shall  have  the  power  during  the  recess  oi 
Grand  Chapter  to  grant  a  Dispensation  under  his  hand 
and  attested  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  under  the  seal  oi 
Grand  Chapter,  upon  the  petition  of  nine  registered 
Royal  Arch  Masons  in  good  standing,  empowering 
them  to  hold  Chapters  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  and 
Lodges  of  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  Master  Masons 
for  a  certain  specified  time,  provided  such  does 
not  extend  beyond  the  next  ensuing  Annual  Convoca- 
tion of  Grand  Chapter,  when  the  Grand  Chapter  maj 
confirm,  the  said  Dispensation  and  grant  the  petitioners 
a  Warrant  of  constitution,  but  no  Warrant  or  Dispen- 
sation shall  be  granted  for  constituting  Lodges  ol 
Mark  or  Most  Excellent  Masters,  independent  of  a 
Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons. 

28. — He  shall  also  have  the  sole  power  to  appoint 
representatives  of  this  Grand  Chapter,  near  other  rec- 
ognized Grand  Chapters,  and  to  receive  and  accredit 
representatives  of  other  recognized  Grand  Chapters 
near  this  Grand  Chapter,  and  to  issue  all  Dispensa- 
tions. All  Committees  are  appointed  by  the  Grand 
First  Principal  unless  otherwise  ordered  by  Grand 
Chapter. 

29. — He  shall  also  have  the  power  to  decide  all 
questions  of  usage  and  order  of  Masonic  law,  as

He  shall  report  in  writing  to  the  Grand  First  Principal 
any  and  all  official  acts  performed  by  him  during  the 
recess  of  Grand  Chapter. 
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THE  GRAND  SUPERINTENDENTS  OE  DISTRICTS. 

40-— This  officer  must  be  a  Past  First  Principal  and 
a  resident  in  the  district  for  which  he  is  appointed. 

41. — He  may  preside  and  rule  in  every  Chapter  he 
visits  within  his  district,  and  may  hear  and  determine 
any  subject  of  Masonic  complaint,  or  irregularity  re- 
specting Chapters,  or  individual  Companions  within 
his  district,  and  may  proceed  to  admonition  or  to  sus- 
pension. A  minute  of  all  such  proceedings,  stating  the 
offence  and  the  law  applicable  to  it,  together  with  his 
decision  is  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal through  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  when  the  case 
is  of  so  flagrant  a  nature  as  in  the  judgment  of  the 
Grand  Superintendent  of  the  district  to  require  the 
erasure  of  a  Chapter,  or  the  expulsion  of  a  Companion, 
he  shall  make  a  special  report  to  the  Grand  Chapter, 
with  his  opinion  thereon.  His  decision  is  final  unless 
an  appeal  is  made  therefrohi  to  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal or  Grand  Chapter. 

42. — He  may  summon  any  Chapter  or  Companion 
within  the  district  to  attend  him,  and  may  order  the 
production  of  the  Warrant,  books,  papers  and  accounts 
of  such  Chapter.  If  the  summons  be  not  complied 
with,  nor  a  sufficient  reason  given  for  non-compliance, 
a  peremptory  summons  shall  be  issued,  and,  in  case  of 
contumacy,  he  may  suspend  the  offending  Chapter  or 
Companion,  and  shall  report  the  case  as  provided. 

43. — All  petitions  for  Dispensations  or  Warrants 
for  new  Chapters  must  be  recommended  and  duly 
signed  by  the  Grand  Superintendent  of  the  district 
prior  to  their  transmission  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E., 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  that  such  reconunendation 
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and  signature  are  duly  attached  to  each  petition  and 
recommended  by  the  nearest  Chapter;  if  such  recom- 
mendation be  unreasonably  withheld,  it  shall  be  left 
to  the  decision  of  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

44. — For  the  information  of  the  Grand  Chapter 
he  shall  transmit  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  not  later 
than  the  first  day  of  Janu?  •  prior  to  each  Annual 
Convocation  of  Grand  Chaptt  ,  a  report  in  writing  on 
the  condition  of  Royal  Arch  .dasonry  in  his  district, 
with  a  list  of  such  Chapters  as  may  have  been  con- 
stituted since  the  last  Annual  Convocation  and  a  list 
of  all  Chapters  visited. 

46. — He  shall  have  power  to  give  or  refuse  cons-nt 
for  the  reinoval  of  a  Chapter  from  place  to  place 
within  his  district,  but  not  from  his  district  into 
another,  nor  from  another  district  to  his  own,  without 
the  sanction  of  the  Grand  First  Principal.  Provided 
that  such  removal  shall  not  be  made  into  any  village, 
town  or  city  where  a  Chapter  or  Chapters  exist,  with- 
out the  permission  of  the  said  Chapter  or  a  majority  of 
the  Chapters. 

46. — He  shall  not  have  power  to  grant  dispensations 
for  public  festivals  or  processions  in  his  district. 

THE  GRAND  TREASURER. 

47. — It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Grand  Treasurer  to 
keep  such  books  and  accounts,  and  in  such  a  manner, 
as  may,  from  time  to  time,  be  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  His  books  shall  always  be 
open  for  inspection  by  any  member  of  the  Grand 
Council  or  any  Committee  thereof  authorized  to  in- 
spect the  same.  His  accounts  shall  be  prepared  and 
audited  as  prescribed  by  Section  55.  He  shall  be  the 
custodian  of  the  bond  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E. 
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48.— (I  j  Jt  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  ('.rand  Scribe  H. 
to  record  all  laws,  acts  and  transactions  of  Grand 
Chapter;  to  receive,  fdc  and  safely  keep  all  papers, 
books  and  documents  of  Grand  Chapter  other  than 
those  belonging  to  the  Grand  Treasurer.  He  shall 
have  the  custody  of  the  seal  of  the  Grand  Chapter  nd 
shall  affix  the  same  to  all  documents  issued  by  author- 
ity of  Grand  Chapter  or  the  Grand  First  Principal. 
He  shall  sign  and  certify  all  instruments  issued  by 
Grand  Chapter  under  seal  or  otherwise.  He  zhall 
issue  summonses  for  all  Convocations  of  Grand  Chap- 
ter, of  the  Executive  Committee,  or  of  any  Commit- 
tee, as  he  shall  be  directed  by  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal or  Grand  Chapter,  and  shall  attend  and  take 
minutes  of  all  their  proceedings.  He  shall  receive 
returns  from  the  several  Chapters  and  enter  them  in 
the  books  of  Grand  Chapter  and  duly  report  the  same 
to  each  annual  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter.  He 
shall  send  to  all  Chppters  copies  of  the  proceedings 
of  Grand  Chapter  and  of  all  such  other  papers  as  mav 
be  ordered,  either  by  the  Grand  First  Principal,  Grand 
Second  Principal  or  the  Executive  Committee.  He 
shall,  on  or  before  the  thirty-first  day  of  December 
in  each  year,  send  to  each  Chapter  and  to  every  officer 
of  Grand  Chapter  copies  of  all  Notices  of  Motion. 
He  shall  notify  all  Chapters  annually  of  all  expelled, 
suspended  and  restored  members  for  the  year.  He 
shall  furnish  the  Executive  Committee  with  all  docu- 
ments and  information  as  they  may  ref|uirc.  He  shall 
receive  all  Petitions,  Memorials  and  other  papers  and 
lay  them  before  the  Grand  First  Principal  or  other 
proper   authority.     He   shall  attend   the   Grand   First 
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Principal  or  the  Executive  Committee  and  take  to  him 
or  the  Committee  the  books  and  papers  he  or  they 
may  direct.  He  shall  conduct  the  correspondence  of 
Grand  Chapter.  He  shall  receive  and  dispose  of  all 
moneys  of  Grand  Chapter  and  keep  all  the  accounts 
thereof  in  accordance  with  the  rules  prescribed  by  the 
Executive  Committee.  His  books  and  accounts  shall 
always  be  open  for  inspection  by  the  Grand  First 
Principal  or  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Commit- 
tee, or  any  Committee  thereof  authorized  to  inspect 
the  same.  His  accounts  shall  be  prepared  and  audited 
as  prescribed  by  Section  55.  He  shall  perform  all 
other  duties  pertaining  to  his  office.  He  shall  give  a 
bond  to  be  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee,  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  through  the  Grand  First  Prin- 
cipal, in  some  guarantee  company  in  the  sum  of  $2,500 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  This  bond 
shall  be  placed  in  the  custody  of  the  Grand  Treasurer. 
The  fee  for  such  bond  shall  be  paid  by  Grand  Chapter. 

(2)  All  moneys  payable  to  Grano  Chapter  shall  be 
received  by  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  who  shall  forthwith 
deposit  same  in  sums  of  one  hundred  dollars  and  up- 
wards, in  the  bank  in  which  the  Grand  Chapter  keeps 
its  account,  to  the  credit  of  Grand  Chapter,  and  shall 
forthwith  send  a  duplicate  of  the  deposit  slip,  certified 
by  the  bank,  to  the  Grand  Treasurer,  who  shall  keep 
an  account  of  all  moneys  so  received  and  deposited. 
All  cheques  issued  on  behalf  of  Grand  Chapter  shall 
bear  the  signatures  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  the  Grand 
Treasurer  and  the  President  of  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee. 

(3)  The  accounts  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the

56.— It  shall  be  the  duty  of  all  Grand  officers  to 
perform  such  other  duties  appertaining  to  their  respec- 
tive offices,  in  conformity  with  this  constitution,  as 
shall  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  the  Grand 
Chapter  or  the  Grand  First  Principal. 
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FEES,  DUES  AND  COMPENSATION. 

57. — The  Grand  Chapter  shall  from  time  to  time 
fix  the  amount  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  thereof, 
for  the  organization  of,  and  as  dues  from,  subordinate 
Chapters. 

58. — The  fee  for  Exaltation  to  the  supreme  degree 
of  the  Holy  Royal  Arch,  and  which  includes  the  pre- 
liminary degrees  of  Mark  Master  and  Moi^t  Excellent 
Master,  by  the  Chapters  in  this  jurisdiction  shall  be  not 
less  than  twenty)  dollars.  This  is  not,  however,  to 
extend  to  serving  Companions,  who  may  be  exalted 
free  of  initiation  fee,  provided  that  a  dispensation  be 
first  obtained  from  the  Grand  First  Principal. 

59. — The  following  shall  be  the  fees  and  dues  pay- 
able to  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  which  must  in 
every  case  be  sent  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  with  the 
application  or  return  to  which  they  respectively  relate, 
and  for  which  every  First  Principal  of  a  Chapter  is 
responsible : —

60.-  The  Grand  First  Principal  shall  receive  his 
actual  expenses  when  travelling  on  the  business  of 
this  Grand  Chapter  and  such  further  sum  as  Grand 
Chapter  from  time  to  time  may  determine.  The  Grand 
Scribe  E.  shall  also  receive  such  salary  as  Grand  Chap- 
ter shall  direct,  and  the  Grand  Janitor  ten  dollars, 
unless  otherwise  ordered  by  Grand  Chapter. 

Cl^That  the  dues  of  a  Chapter  which  has  suffered 
loss  by  fire  shall  not  be  remitted  unless  the  furniture 
and  jewels  of  the  said  Chapter  shall  have  been  insured 
at  the  time  of  such  loss. 


APPEALS. 

62.— Any  Chapter  or  Companion  feeling  aggrieved 
by  the  decision  of  any  other  authority  may  appeal  to 
the  Grand  Chapter  against  any  such  decision.  Notice 
of  the  intention  to  appeal  must  be  given  to  the  Grand 
bcribe  E.  within  fourteen  days  from  the  time  the  deci- 
sion is  made  known,  and  the  particulars  of  the  griev- 
ance complained  of  must  be  in  writing  and  be  trans- 
mitted to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  within  one  month  after 
the  date  of  the  decision  appealed  against. 
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63.— An  appeal  shall  in  all  cases  He  to  the  Grand 
Chapter  from  the  decision  of  the  Grand  First  Princi- 
pal, but  his  opinion  and  decision  shall  stand  as  the 
judgment  of  the  Grand  Chapter  unless  it  shall  be 
otherwise  determined  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
members  present  at  the  Annual  Convocation  of  Grand 
Chapter. 

64.— -The  rules  respecting  Masonic  trials  and  appeals 
authorized  by  the  Grand  Lodge  of  Canada  shall,  where 
applicable,  govern  the  conduct  of  trials  in  the  Chapter. 

GOVERNMENT  OP  SUBORDINATE  CHAPTERS. 

65.— All  legally  constituted  assemblies  of  Royal 
r/^ ,  ^,^so"s  are  called  Chapters,  as  regular  bodies  of 
Mark  Masters  and  Most  Excellent  Masters  are  called 
Lodges. 

66.— A  Royal  Arch  Chapter  shall  consist  of  a  First 
Second  and  Third  Principal,  Treasurer,  a  Scribe  E.,  a 
bcnhe  N.,  three  Sojourners,  a  Master  of  the  First 
Second,  Third  and  Fourth  Veils,  and  a  Janitor,  and  as 
many  other  officers  as  may  be  approved  of  by  by-law 
for  the  government  of  the  Chapter.  The  Principals  of 
the  Chapter  for  the  time  being  shall  be  the  Master  and 
Wardens  respectively  of  Lodges  of  Mark  and  Most 
Excellent  Masters,  and  the  other  officers  according  to 
seniority.  ^ 

67.— Chapters  shall  be  duly  constituted,  and  the 
officers  installed  by  one  of  the  Grand  Principals  or 
Superintendent  of  a  district,  or  by  some  present  or 
past  First  Principal. 

68.— Every  Chapter  of  Royal  Arch  Masons  through-

Every  new  Chapter  upon  receiving  its  Warrant  shall, 
at  its  next  regular  Convocation  thereafter,  appoint  a 
committee  to  draft  by-laws  in  accordance  with  the 
foregoing  provisions  and  shall  proceed  without  un- 
necessary delay,  to  adopt  and  ratify  them  and  forward 
copies  of  the  same  in  duplicate,  duly  certified  by  the 
First  Principal  atid  Scribe  E.,  within  three  months,  to 
the  Grand  First  Principal,  through  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  the  district,  for  final  approval.  Such 
Chapter  shall,  in  the  interval,  select  by  resolution,  a 
code  of  by-laws  of  some  existing  Warranted  Chapter, 
regularly  approved,  to  assist  in  its  better  government, 
pending  the  adoption  of  its  own. 

71. — That  the  practice  of  transferring  dormant  War- 
rants from  one  place  in  the  jurisdiction  to  another  be 
prohibited,  and  that  all  Warrants  when  surrendered, 
either  as  dormant  or  suspended  Warrants,  be  held  in 
the  custody  of  the  Grand  Scribe  E.,  and  that  the 
naming  of  a  Chapter  after  a  living  person  be  also  pro- 
hibited. 

72. — All  Chapters  shall  hold  their  regular  Convoca- 
tion at  least  once  in  every  three  months.  Lodges  of 
Mark  Masters  and  Most  Excellent  Masters  may  be 
opened  and  worked  without  the  Chapter  being  first 
opened. 

73. — A  Chapter  of  emergency  may  at  any  time 
be  called  by  summons,  giving  seven  days'  notice,  by 
authority  of  the  First  Principal,  or  upon  the  request  in 
writing  of  nine  members  of  the  Chapter.

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78. — No  Companion  shall  be  eligible  for  the  First 
Principal's  chair  until  he  has  served  in  the  Second

Principal's  chair  for  twelve  months,  unless  by  dispen- 
sation from  the  Grand  First  Principal.  No  Principal 
shall  be  installed  in  a  Warranted  Chapter  until  he  has 
been  examined  by  a  board  of  two  or  more  Past  First 
Principals,  and  until  such  board  shall  certify  in  writing 
to  the  installing  Past  First  Principal  that  these  Com- 
panions are  fully  familiar  with  their  respective  duties. 

79.  -  j  e  precedence  of  a  Chapter  is  derived  from 
the  number  of  its  Warrant  as  recorded.  If  the  major- 
ity of  members  withdraw  from  a  Chapter  the  power  of 
assembly  exists  with  those  remaining,  provided  their 
number  be  not  less  than  nine,  but  if  less  than  nine 
remain  the  Chapter  becomes  extinct  and  its  Warrant, 
records  and  property  revert  to  Grand  Chapter. 

80. — A  Chapter  failing  to  convene  for  one  year,  or  a 
Chapter  failing  to  make  returns,  showing  the  names  of 
all  Companions  exalted  and  those  who  have  joined,  to 
Granu  Chapter  for  two  years,  shall  forfeit  its  War- 
rant, but  not  until  after  the  Principals  thereof  shall 
have  been  duly  summoned  co  show  cause  to  the 
contrary. 

81.— When  a  Chapter  Warrant  has  been  surrend- 
ered, it  may,  at  discretion  only,  be  restored  by  Grand 
Chapter,  provided  a  petition  be  regularly  presented  and 
signed  by  not  less  than  nine  former  members  of  such 
Chapter  and  from  none  others.

88. The  majority   of   the  members  of  a  Chapter, 

when  congregated,  have  the  privilege  of  giving  instruc- 
tions to  their  Principals  or  other  representative  before 
the  Convocation  of  Grand  Chapter. 

84. — A  resolution  once  disposed  of  by  a  Chapter 
cannot  be  reconsidered  or  rescinded  without  notice 
thereof  being  given  at  a  preceding  Convocation  and 
included  in  the  summons  to  the  members. 

86.— Any  officer  of  a  Chapter  may  resign  his  office 
with  the  consent  of  the  Chapter,  and  upon  his  resigna- 
tion being  accepted,  if  the  office  is  an  elective  one  the 
Chapter  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  an  election  at  the  next 
regular  Convocation,  notice  thereof  being  sent  to  the 
members,  and  if  the  office  is  an  appointed  one,  then  the 
First  Principal  shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  appointment  at 
once,  provided  that  no  Companion  shall  be  entitled  to 
past  rank  in  any  office  unless  he  has  served  a  full  term 
of  twelve  months  in  such  office. 

THE  FIRST  PRINCIPAL. 

86.— The  First  Principal  is  responsible  for  the  due 
observance  of  the  laws  relating  to  subordinate  Chap- 
ters, and  that  all  returns  are  made  and  fees  and  dues 
paid  to  Grand  Chapter.  He  shall  see  that  there  is  kept 
by  the  Scribe  E.  a  proper  minute  book  and  a  register, 
in  which  are  recorded  the  names  of  all  candidates, 
their  ages,  residences  and  professions,  with  dates  of 
proposal,  balloting  and  taking  the  several  degrees; 
also  a  book  to  be  kept  by  the  Treasurer  in  which  are 
recorded  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of  all  moneys 
and  accounts  between  the  Chapter  and  individual  mem- 
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bers,  and  the  Chapter  and  Grand  Chapter  and  other 
books  necessary  for  the  welfare  of  the  Chapter.  He 
shall  sign  all  warrants,  cheques  or  orders  for  the  pay- 
ment of  moneys.  In  the  absence  of  the  First 
Principal,  the  chair  shall  be  assumed  by  his  immediate 
predecessor,  and  in  his  absence  by  the  next  immediate 
Past  First  Principal. 

THE  SECOND  PRINCIPAL. 

87.— The  Second  Principal  of  the  Chapter  for  the 
time  being  shall  be  the  Senior  Warden  of  the  Lodge 
of  Mark  or  Most  Excellent  Masters,  and  may  confer 
the  subordinate  degrees,  the  First  Principal  or  Past 
First  Principal  administering  the  OB.  He  shall  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Chapter, 
and  fulfil  any  other  duties  required  of  liim  by  the 
First  Principal. 

THE  THIRD  PRINCIPAL. 

88.— The  Third  Principal  of  the  Chapter  for  the 
time  being  shall  be  the  Junior  Warden  of  the  Lodge 
of  Mark  and  Most  Excellent  Masters,  and  may  confer 
the  subordinate  degrees,  the  First  Principal  or  Past 
First  Principal  administering  the  OB.  He  shall  act  as 
chairman  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the  Chapter 
in  the  absence  of  the  Second  Principal,  shall  have  the 
care  of  the  regalia  and  jewels  of  the  Chapter,  and  ful- 
fil any  other  duties  required  of  him  by  the  First  Prin- 
cipal. 

THE  TREASURER. 

89.— The  Treasurer  shall  have  charge  of  the  funds, 
securities,  vouchers    and    financial    concerns    of  the 
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Chapter.  He  shall  keep  books  as  specified,  receive  all 
moneys  and  pay  out  the  same  only  by  authority  of  the 
Chapter,  certified  by  the  First  Principal,  countersigned 
by  the  Scribe  E.,  and  shall  deposit  all  moneys  in  a 
chartered  bank  when  possible,  in  the  name  of  the 
Chapter. 

THE  SCRIBE  E. 

90.— The  Scribe  E.  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the 
transactions  of  the  Chapter,  send  a  copy  of  every  sum- 
mons issued  for  all  Convocations  to  the  Grand  Super- 
intendent of  the  district,  make  all  returns  required  by 
Grand  Chapter,  collect  and  pay  over  on  receipt  all 
moneys  that  may  be  paid  him  on  account  of  the 
Chapter  within  thirty  days  of  the  receipt  thereof.  He 
shall  also  keep  an  itemized  account  of  the  receipts  of 
the  Chapter,  and  all  accounts  between  each  member  and 
the  Chapter. 

OTHER  OFFICERS. 

91. — The  power  and  duties  of  other  officers  shall 
conform  to  customary  usage,  as  prescribed  by  the  cere- 
mony of  installation,  the  Constitution  of  Grand 
Chapter,  and  the  by-laws  of  the  subordinate  Chapter. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

92. — Every  candidate  for  Chapter  degrees  must  have 
resided  for  one  year  immediately  previous  to  the  date 
of  his  petition,  in  the  iurisdiction  of  the  Chapter  to 
which  he  seeks  admission,  or  produces  a  certificate  of 
character  and  consent  from  the  Chapter  nearest  to 
the  place  of  his  previous  residence.  He  shall  furnish 
evidence  of  his  good  standing,  and  be  a  Master  Mason 
for  at  least  three  months,  except  the  period  be  short- 
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ened  by  dispensation  of  the  Gi'and  First  Principal, 
which  shall  not,  however,  be  for  less  than  four  weeks, 
nor  until  he  has  presented  a  petition,  giving  his  name,' 
age,  residence  and  profession,  his  mother  lodge,  or  the 
lodge  of  which  he  is  a  member,  and  is  recommended  by 
two  Companions,  being  members  of  the  Chapter.  He 
must  be  regularly  proposed  at  one  convocation  of  the 
Chapter,  and  a  committee  of  the  members  appointed  to 
enquire  into  his  character.  Notification  of  his  proposal 
shall  then  be  sent  to  all  members  of  the  Chapter,  in  the 
summons  for  the  next  convocation,  whether  regular  or 
emergent.  When  this  has  been  done,  if  the  report  of 
the  committee  be  favorable,  he  may  be  balloted  for, 
and,  if  approved,  admitted.  If  the  report  be  unfavor- 
able, he  shall  be  deemed  a  rejected  candidate,  and  can- 
not be  proposed  or  balloted  for  in  that  or  any  other 
Chapter  within  twelve  months  of  the  time  of  his  rejec- 
tion. No  brother  shall  be  exalted  to  the  Royal  Arch 
degree  unless  he  shall  have  received  the  degrees  of 
Mark  Ma.  .s  and  Most  Excellent  Master.  All  ballot- 
ing must  take  place  in  the  Ro>al  Arch  degree. 

03.— No  Companion  shall  be  admitted  a  joining 
member  unless  he  gives  proof  of  his  good  stand- 
ing, or  without  being  regularly  proposed  and  seconded 
by  two  members  of  the  Chapter,  and  his  name, 
age,  residence  and  the  Chapter  of  which  he  is 
at  the  time,  or  was,  a  member,  shall  have  oeen 
sent  to  all  members  of  the  Chapter,  when,  if  the 
report  be  favorable,  he  may  be  balloted  for  at  the  next 
convocation. 

94. — No  Chapter  shall  admit  a  candidate  who  resides 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  another  Chapter  without  the 
written  consent,  given  by  open  vote,  after  one  month's 
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notice  to  all  the  members  of  such  other  Ch^ter,  and 
signed  by  the  First  Principal  and  Scribe  E.  of  the 
Chapter. 

95.— The  jurisdiction  of  every  Chapter,  except  in 
cities  and  towns  where  there  is  more  than  one  Chapter, 
extends  half  way  to  the  nearest  Chapter.  In  such 
cities  and  towns,  Chapters  have  concurrent  jurisdic- 
tion, and  consent  for  the  formation  of  a  new  Chapter 
in  their  vicinity  must  be  given  by  a  majority  of  such 
Chapters. 

96. — When  any  Companion  from  without  the  juris- 
diction of  the  Grand  Chapter  of  Canada  presents  him- 
self as  a  Royal  Arch  Mason,  and  produces  satisfactory 
proof  of  his  having  been  exalted  to  that  degree,  each 
and  every  Chapter  shall  have  liberty  to  and  majr  confer 
the  degree  of  Mark  Master,  and  Most  Excellent 
Master  on  such  Companions  who  have  not  heretofore 
received  them,  free  of  charge,  except  a  fee  to  Grand 
Chapter  for  registry  and  certificate. 

97. — Every  Chapter  shall,  within  one  month  after 
each  exaltation,  send  a  return  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E., 
specifying  the  date  of  exaltation,  with  the  dates  when 
the  Companion  received  the  degrees  of  Mark  Master 
and  Most  Excellent  Master,  and  shall  apply  for  the 
registration  of  his  name  on  the  books  of  the  Grand 
Chapter,  and  for  a  certificate  under  seal  signed  by  the 
Grand  Scribe  E.,  such  registry  and  exaltation  to  be 
paid  for  by  the  Chapter,  fees  for  registry  and  certifi- 
cate, in  every  instance,  to  accompany  the  application. 
On  the  ('^livery  of  this  certificate  each  Companion 
must  affix  his  signature  on  the  margin,  without  which 
it  will  not  hr  valid. 
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98.--NO  Companion  shall  be  admitted  as  a  visitor  to 
any  Chapter  unless  he  is  personally  vouched  for,  or 
tmless  after  strict  examination  by  two  skilled  Com- 
panions he  is  found  worthy,  and  shall  have  duly  regis- 
tered his  name  in  the  visitors'  book.  This  shall  not 
exclude  a  Mark  Master  or  Most  Excellent  Master  from 
the  right  to  visit  a  lodge  while  working  any  degree  to 
which  they  may  have  attained.  All  visitors  are  subject 
to  the  by-laws  of  the  Chapter. 

99.— No  unaffiliated  Royal  Arch  Mason  has  a  right 
to  visit  any  Chapter  in  the  place  where  he  resides  more 
than  once  during  the  period  of  his  non-affiliation. 

100.— A  Companion  residing  within  this  Grand 
Jurisdiction  is  not  required  to  affiliate  with  the  Chapter 
nearest  his  place  of  residence,  but  may  be  admitted  a 
member  of  any  Chapter  that  will  receive  him. 


LIFE  MEMBERSHIP. 

101.— Subordinate  Chapters  may,  by  by-law,  admit 
their  members  to  life  membership  on  such  terms  as  the 
Chapter  may  determine  by  by-law,  and  for  each  such 
life  member  such  Chapter  may  pay  into  Grand  Chapter 
the  sum  of  two  dollars  and  fifty  cents,  which  payment 
shall  exempt  the  Chapter  from  the  payment  of  further 
dues  to  Grand  Chapter  on  his  behalf. 

102.— Upon  such  life  member  withdrawing  from  the 
Chapter  of  which  he  originally  became  a  life  member 
and  joining  any  other  Chapter,  such  other  Chapter 
shall  not  be  obliged  to  pay  any  annual  dues  to  Grand 
Chapter  on  his  account,  nor,  in  case  he  become  a  life 
member  of  such  other  Chapter,  shall  it  be  obliged  to 
pay  a  second  fee  therefor  to  Grand  Chapter. 
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103._Life  members  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the 
privileges  of,  and  shall  be  amenable  to  discipline  in  the 
Chapter,  in  the  same  manner  as  ordinary  members. 

HONORARY   MEMBERS. 

104.— Chapters  may  elect  any  Companion  who  has 
rendered  service  to  the  Royal  Craft  an  honorary  mem- 
ber by  a  three-fourths  vote  of  the  members  present  by 
ballot,  but  such  honorary  membership  does  not  confer 
the  right  of  voting  except  so  declared  and  conferred  by 
unanimous  ballot  at  the  time  of  such  election.  Notice 
of  proposal  for  honorary  membership  must  be  given 
at  one  convocation  and  the  name  inserted  in  the  sum- 
mons for  the  next  convocation.  Honorary  members 
are  to  be  induded  in  the  annual  return  to  Grand  Chap- 
ter, and  similar  dues  as  for  ordinary  members  must 
be  paid  on  their  behalf  by  the  Chapter,  or  the  fee  may 
be  commuted  as  in  the  case  of  a  life  member. 

106._Whenever  a  member  of  a  Chapter  desires  by 
either  personal  application  or  in  writing  to  withdraw 
from  a  Chapter,  he  shall  be  furnished,  on  payment  of 
all  dues  owing,  with  a  demit  in  form  as  aut'iorized  by 
Grand  Chapter.  This  certificate  shall  be  produced  at 
any  other  Chapter  with  which  the  member  desires  to 
affiliate,  previous  to  the  ballot  being  taken. 

106.— If  a  demitted  Companion  desires  to  renew  his 
connection  with  a  Chapter  he  can  only  do  so  by  petition 
and  ballot  as  in  other  cases.  Should  any  petitioner  for 
affiliation  be  rejected  he  may  renew  his  application  to 
the  same  or  to  any  other  Chapter  in  the  jurisdiction  at 
any  time. 

107. — Every  member  of  a  subordinate  Chapter  neg- 
lecting to  pay  his  dues  for  one  year  shall,  after  due 
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notice  has  been  sent  to  his  last  known  address,  and 
trial,  be  liable  to  punishment  by  suspension.  If  the 
Companion  does  not  appear  or  a  sufficient  reason,  in 
the  opinion  of  the  First  Principal,  be  not  given  for  his 
absence,  he  shall  then  and  there  be  declared  suspended 
by  the  First  Principal. 

108.— When  a  member  is  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues  he  shall  on  payment  of  arrears  owing  at 
the  date  of  his  suspension  be  restored  to  good  standing 
without  ballot.  ^ 

109.— By  a  vote  of  the  Chapter  the  dues  of  any 
member  may  be  remitted  provided  that  notice  of  such 
rnotion  has  been  given  at  a  preceding  convocation,  and 
the  members  notified  upon  the  summons  with  the 
amount  proposed  to  be  remitted.  This  shall  also  apply 
to  members  who  have  been  suspended  for  non-pay- 
ment of  dues,  and  such  motion,  if  adopted,  shall  restore 
those  members  to  good  standing  without  billot. 

110.— All  applications  for  Grand  Chapter  certificates 
must  be  promptly  made  through  the  Grand  Scribe  E., 
by  the  Scribe  H.  of  the  subordinate  Chapter  concerned^ 
and  no  Chapter  shall  grant  any  certificate  of  any  kind 
except  that  of  demit  or  withdrawal  from  membership, 
which  shall  be  furnished  without  charge. 

m— That  the  Scribe  E.  of  every  Chapter  shall 
report  by  first  mail  to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  the  death 
of  any  Grand  officer.  Past  Grand  officer  or  other 
prominent  Royal  Arch  Mason,  a  member  of  his  Chap- 
ter, or  residing  within  the  jurisdiction  of  his  Chap- 
ter, and  on  the  receipt  of  such  information  the  Grand 
Scribe  E.  shall  notify  the  Grand  First  Principal,  so 
that  if  advisable,  the  Grand  Chapter  may  be  repre- 
sented at  the  funeral. 
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BALLOTING. 

'  112.— All  balloting  for  candidates  for  admission  or 
affiliation  shall  take  place  in  the  Royal  Arch  degree. 

113. — None  but  Companions,  members  of  the  Chap- 
ter in  good  standing,  can  vote  for  the  admission  of 
candidates  or  affiliation  of  Companions. 

114.— There  shall  be  but  one  ballot  for  the  several 
degrees  conferred  under  the  Chapter  warrant,  and  no 
Companion  shall  violate  the  secrecy  of  the  ballot,  under 
penalty  of  censure  in  open  Chapter  for  the  first  offence, 
and  for  a  second  offence  deprivation  of  all  his  Royal 
Arch  privileges. 

115. — A  proposition  for  membership  may  be  with- 
drawn by  the  consent  of  the  Chapter  before  the  com- 
mittee has  reported  upon  it,  but  after  a  ballot  has  been 
ordered,  it  cannot  be  postponed,  neither  can  it  be  re- 
considered, and  a  ballot  must  be  taken  on  every  petition 
after  it  shall  have  been  referred  to  a  committee  and 
reported  upon  favorably,  provided  the  Chapter  has 
jurisdiction  and  the  applicant  is  eligible. 

116.— No  candidate  shall  be  admitted  or  Companion 
received  as  an  affiliated  member  if  on  the  ballot  being 
taken  two  black  balls  appear  against  him.  A  Chapter 
may  however,  by  by-law,  require  the  unanimous  con- 
sent of  the  members  prepent. 

117.— Should  objection  be  made  to  the  advancement 
of  a  candidate  after  he  shall  have  received  one  of  the 
subordinate  degrees,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  First 
Principal  to  order  the  Companion  so  objecting  to  file 
written  charges  forthwith,  and  the  Chapter,  as  soon  as 
convenient,  shall  proceed  to  investigate  the  said 
charges,  and  if  the  same  shall  not  be  proven,  the  degree 
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Shall  be  conferred  upon  the  candidate  as  if  no  charges 
had  been  made;  but  should  the  charges  be  proven  then 
the  candidate  shall  be  considered  rejected  and  shal  not 
apply  again  under  three  months  from  the  time  of  refec- 
tion, nor  then  to  any  other  than  the  Chapter  rejecting 
him,  without  the  unanimous  consent  of  said  Chapter-

121. — In  each  Chapter  shall  be  kept  a  minute  book 
in  which  must  be  entered  the  proceedings  of  each  Con- 
vocation in  the  form  prescribed  by  Grand  Chapter. 
(See  Appendices.)  The  minutes  must  include  the 
names  of  all  visitors  who  are  present  at  the  convo- 
cations. 

122. — A  members*  and  visitors*  register,  which  shall 
contain  the  signatures  of  every  member  or  visitor 
entering  the  Chapter  must  be  placed  at  a  convenient 
situation  near  the  entrance.  In  the  case  of  visitors  the 
name  of  each  visitor,  his  Chapter,  its  number,  location 
and  jurisdiction  must  be  stated.  The  Janitor  shall  see 
that  all  these  entries  are  properly  made. 

123. — A  Scribe  E.'s  book  in  which  shall  be  shown  an 
itemized  account  of  the  receipts  and  disbursements  of 
the  Chapter,  and  also  an  account  between  each  member 
and  the  Chapter. 

124. — A  Treasurer*s  cash  book  in  which  shall  be 
shown  an  itemized  account  of  the  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements of  the  Chapter. 

IM. — A  book  of  Marks  in  which  shall  be  kept  a 
copy  of  the  Marks  selected  by  the  brethren,  provided, 
however,  that  all  such  Marks  must  be  in  proper  form 
and  composed  of  lines  or  combination  of  lines  in  the 
form  of  squares,  angles,  triangles,  or  any  other  form 
in  which  straight  lines  can  be  combined.  The  use  of 
crests,  coats  of  arms,  as  Marks,  being  unmasonic,  is 
prohibited, 

126. — Each  Chapter  shall  keep  a  book,  in  which

AMENDMENTS. 

141. — Amendments  to  the  Constitution  may  be  pro- 
posed in  writing  at  any  regular  Annual  Convocation  of 
the  Grand  Chapter,  or  may  be  transmitted  in  writing 
to  the  Grand  Scribe  E.  prior  to  the  30th  November  of 
each  year,  and  a  copy  of  the  proposed  amendment  sent 
to  each  Chapter  prior  to  the  31st  December  in  each 
year,  after  which  they  shail  lie  over  in  consideration 
until  the  next  Annual  Convocation.  If  then  adopted 
by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  Grand  Chapter  they  thereby 
become  part  of  this  Constitution. 

142. — ^All  Constitutions,  or  parts  of  Constitutions, 
edicts  or  resolutions,  by-laws  and  rules  of  order  here- 
tofore adopted  by  the  Grand  Chapter,  inconsistent  with 
this  Constitution,  are  hereby  repealed. 

RULES  OP  ORDER. 

143. — (i)  The  following  are  the  regulations  for  the 
government  of  Grand  Chapter  during  the  time  of  busi- 
ness, and  the  business  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  fol- 
lowing order: 

(2)  Officers  and  members  must  be  properly  clothed 
in  accordance  with  their  rank,  and  on  the  call  to  order, 
the  Grand  Chapter  shall  be  opened  in  proper  form. 

(3)  The  minutes  of  the  last  Annual  Convocation  and 
emergent  convocations  shall  be  read  and.  confirmed. 

(4)  The  Grand  First  Principal  shall  deliver  his  an- 
nual address. 

(5)  The  Grand  Second  and  Third  Principals  shall 
make  any  communication  they  may  deem  necessary. 

(6)  The  Grand  Scribe  E.  and  the  Grand  Treasurer 
shall  make  their  annual  reports. 
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(7)  The  Grand  Superintendents  of  the  Districts 
shall  make  their  annual  reports. 

(8)  The  reports  of  the  Executive,  Committee  on 
Credentials,  Finance,  Foreign  Correspondence,  Condi- 
tion of  Capitular  Masonry,  Benevolence,  Grievances 
and  Appeals,  Jurisprudence,  and  on  the  Fraternal 
Dead  and  reports  of  any  special  committee  appointed 
shall  be  read. 

(9)  When  the  presiding  officer  shall  call  Grand 
Chapter  to  order,  there  shall  be  general  silence. 

(10)  All  Companions  shall  keep  their  seats,  except 
the  Grand  Scribes,  the  Grand  Principal  Sojourner, 
and  his  Assistants,  the  Grand  Director  of  Ceremonies, 
the  Grand  Stewards,  who  are  allowed  to  move  from 
place  to  place  in  discharge  of  their  duties. 

n  ^^\^nu^  Companion  shall  be  permitted  to  sit  in 
Grand  Chapter  a.,  a  visitor  without  unanimous  consent. 

(12)  All  resolutions  shall  be  in  writing. 

(13)  No  Companion  shall  speak  twice  to  the  same 
question,  unless  in  explanation,  or  the  mover  in  reply 
and  no  visitor  shall  speak  to  any  question,  unless  re- 
quested or  permitted  to  do  so  by  the  presiding  officer. 

(14)  When  a  Companion  speaks  he  shall  rise  and 
remain  standing,  addressing  himself  to  the  Grand  First 
Principal,  and  shall  not  be  interrupted  except  on  a 
point  of  order. 

(15)  If  any  Companion  shall  have  been  twice  called 
to  order  by  the  presiding  officer  and  shall,  neverthe- 
less, be  guilty  of  a  third  offence  at  the  same  meeting, 
the  presiding  officer  may  command  him  forthwith  to 
quit  the  Grand  Chapter,  and  he  shall  not  again  be 
admitted  to  that  convocation. 
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(i6)  Whoever  shall  be  so  unmasonic  as  to  hiss  at  a 
Companion,  or  what  he  has  said,  shall  be  forthwith 
solemnly  excluded  from  the  convocation,  and  declared 
incapable  of  being  a  member  of  any  Grand  Chapter  till, 
at  another  Grand  Convocation,  he  publicly  owns  his 
fault  and  grace  be  granted. 

,  (^7)J[f  any  member  of  this  Grand  Chapter  shall 
be  guilty  of  disorderly  behaviour,  he  shall  for  the  first 
offence  be  called  to  order,  for  the  second  reprimanded 
by  the  presiding  officer,  and  for  the  third  he  shall  be 
suspended  from  a  seat  in  the  Grand  Chapter  during 
the  pleasure  of  the  same. 

(i8)  When  a  motion  is  under  debate,  no  motion 
shall  be  entertained  except  to  lay  on  the  table,  to  in-

meeting  thereof  which  occurs  after  the  lapse  of  ten  days  from 
the  time  the  notice  of  appeal  is  given. 

42.  The  notice  of  appeal  shall  be  in  writing,  shall  be  signed 
bj  the  appellant  and  shall  contain  a  statement  of  the  case  and 
the  reasons  of  appeal.  It  shall  be  filed  with  the  Grand  Secre- 
tary within  the  time  limited  for  serving  notice  of  appeal. 

43.  The  appellant  shall  give  the  Lodge  appealed  from,  or 
the  chairman  of  the  commission,  notice  of  his  intention  to 
appjeal  within  twenty-one  days  after  notice  of  its  action  or 
decision  has  been  served  upon  him,  and  the  Secretary  of  such 
Lodge,  under  the  direction  of  the  Master,  or  the  chairman  of 
the  commission,  shall,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  annual 
meeting  of  Grand  Lodge,  produce  to  the  Grand  Secretary,  and 
also  give  to  the  appellant,  and  to  any  brother  affected  by  the 
decision  appealed  from,  if  demanded,  on  payment  of  the  sum 
of  ten  cents  per  folio  therefor,  a  certified  copy  of  all  the 
charges,  papers,  proceedings  and  evidence  in  the  case. 

44.  Should  the  appeal  not  be  made  in  time  for  the  next 
meeting  of  Grand  Lodge  held  after  the  appeal  is  taken,  it 
shall  stand  over  until  the  next  subsequent  annual  meeting  of 
Grand  Lodge,  or  it  may  be  disposed  of  by  the  Grand  Master 
during  recess. 

45.  Upon  hearing  an  appeal  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand 
[iodge  may  dismiss  the  appeal  or  aflSrm  the  decision  appealed 
from;  or 

Modify  or  change  a  decision,  or  sentence,  or  inflict  penalty 
where  the  constituent  Lodge  has  failed  to  do  so;   or 

Set  asidft  the  proceedings  of  the  Lodge  for  informality  and 
remand  the  case  for  further  proceedings;  or 

Give  such  directions  as  may  be  reasonable  aad  proper. 

46.  In  all  cases  of  appeal  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge 
may  authorize  the  District  Deputy  Grand  Master  to  investigate 
the  case  and  report  thereon  with  his  opinion. 

47.  Whenever  the  Grand  Master  or  Grand  Lodge  on  a  re- 
view of  a  trial  or  other  proceedings  of  a  Lodge,  or  a  commis- 
sion properly  appointed,  resulting  in  the  suspension  of  a 
Mason,  shall  reverse  or  annul  the  judgment  upon  said  proceed- 
ings, or  shall  order  a  new  trial,  the  accused  shall  be  thereby 
restored  to  all  his  rights,  privileges  and  membership.    When
